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During the recent Communist occupation of Idaoyang (4l*»l6, 123“12) , the rumor 
circulated there that MAO Tse— tung had "been seised "by the Soviets and removed 
to the USSR because of his refusal to follow Soviet dictates. Mb rumor is 
"believed to have no basis whatsoever but it was widely circulated in Communist^ 
held territory. Communist propaganda at Liaoyang was materially altered. The 
general tone of all comment was "China for the Chinese and no interference in 
China policy by the United States or Russia", formerly all propaganda was 
directed against the United States and nothing but praise was given the USSR.
